The Messines Ridge, captured in June, 
is the southern extremity, and the highest 
part, of a long, low ridge—the last eleva- 
tion before the dead flats of the Flanders 
plain are reached—which extends from 
south to north-east of Ypres. To the 
north, as at Messines to the south, it 
ends in a well defined spur, the ridge of 
Passchendaele, midway between Ypres and 
Roulers. It is in its centre, however, on 
both sides of the Menin road, that the 
ridge, though not here at its highest 
elevation, constitutes the most difficult 
terrain; for here, from Hollebeke in the 
south by way of Gheluvelt to Zonnebeke, 
it is made intricate by a number of small 
woods and copses. Of these the most im- 
portant is the Polygon Wood, due east of 
Ypres between Gheluvelt and Zonnebeke— 
a dense thicket which the enemy had made 
a place darmes to support the defensive 
line and to serve as a shelter for the 
organisation of counter-attacks.

Rumeurs from Germany say that food 
riots have been taking place during the 
resent month at Elberfeldt, Dusseldorf, 
Jortmund, and Cologne. The disorders 
were quelled with difficulty, and the mili- 
tary measures were severe. It is also 
stated that no potatoes have been on sale 
in Dresden for weeks. These stories may 
be true or they may not, but it is pro- 
bable that there is something in them 
If tie food pressure is severe at the pre- 
sent time, it is not likely to decrease 
luring the coming winter, more particu- 
larly since the neutral countries will have 
to be most careful in sending food from 
their own stocks. 

Many a soldier in France will welcome 
the news that hundreds of ferrets are te 
be sent over to fight the rata. I was 
talking te a wounded man a few days ago. 
He came from the neighbourhoud of the 
Somme, and had nothing to say about the 
fighting or the Germians, but much about 
the rats. He thought the hospital a 
heavenly place because there were no rats. 
It seems that many of the rats have grown 
so big and fierce that they will dispute a 
passage way with a man and do not seem 
to fear attack. A systematic effortis now 
to be made with the aid of the ferrets to 
reduce the numbers, if it is impossible to 
clear them ont of the trenches altogether.

The British view of Germany's manceuvres 
in regard to Belgium is that they are 
sigms of the growing conviction among 
Germans that the war is lost to them, 
and of their effort to prepare German 
opinion fer a narrowing of war aims. 

The German Press prints an inspired state- 
Ment which sets forth that the problem 
of Belgium's future must not be decided 
by itself, but in conjunction with all 
the questions of war and peace. ‘ Our 
aim is not one of conquest, but of agree: 
ment and compromise, on the condition, 
of course, that our enemies equally and 
unreservedly renounce their conquests, 
and seek an agreement and compromise. 
That holds good also for the Belgian 
question.”’ 

The Imperial Chancellor is expected to make 
a statement on peace shortly in the 
Reichstag. 


The Times says:—We understand that the 
recent peace manmuvres of Germany, and the 
Suggestion that she may be @isposed to modify 
her pretensions in regard to Belgium, are re- 
garded in competent British quarters as signs 
of the growing conviction in Germany that 
the war is lost for her, and that all her en- 
deavours must be concentrated upon securing 
as favourable a peace as possible. The false 
reports of British peace offers, published in 
Germany, and the controversf in the German 

ress, are intended to serve the double object 
of preparing German public opinion for the re- 
striction of German war aims, and of en- 
couraging pacifist agitations among the Allies 
as signs of enemy war Weariness. These 
maneruvres are regarded as interesting attempts 
to deflect the Allies from the pursuit of their 
lofty aims. They have failed. 

The Times Amsterdam Correspondent, tele- 
graphing on Wednesday, says:~—The singular 
discussion of the Belgian question, now being 
conducted in the German Press, leads to the 
conclusion that this question is about to be 
made the pretext for inducing the Fntent: 
Powers to embark on protracted negotiations. 
The plan which failed, as the result of the re- 
fusa! to etitertain the Kaiser's proposal of 
December 12th, and subsequently failed through 
the miscarriage of the Stockholm plot, is ap- 
parently about to be revived under the guise 
Of discussions concerning Belgium.

The 
question of Belgium's future, however, must, of 
course, not be considered and solved by itself. 
It must be decided in conjunetion with all the 


questions of war and peace. Regarding all these 


questions, however, the German Government 
and the representatives of the people have eol. 
lectively recognised, as a guiding line, that our 
aim is not one of conquest, but of agreement 
and compromise, on the condition, of course, 
that our enemies: equally and unreservedly re: 
nounce their conquests, and seek an agreement 
and compronmiise. That holds gpod also for the 
Belgian question. If our enemies are ready to 
renounce their territorial and economic policy 
of conqvest, and also the conquests which they 
have already tried to make during the war at 
the expense of Germany and her Allies, then 
we, too, are ready, as regards the RBelgian 
question, in particular, for which a special in- 
terest is felt in Great Britain. We are, under 
the above-mentioned conditions, undoubtedly 
ready to restore the independence of Belgium, 
under a guarantee for the right of existence for 
the various nationalities dwelling in Belgium, 
and under guarantees for the real neutrality 

“cg which will have to be discussed. 
Until the decision on the questions of peace is 
reached collectively, Belgium, like every other 


occupied region, must naturally be useful to us 


as a pawn. It may be assumed that the Chan- 
cellor will deal with these questions in the 
Reichstag on September 27th. 


CHANCELLOR TO MAKE A

A GREAT DAY FOR THE

DETAILS OF MENIN FIGHT. 

The Press Association special correspondent at 
Headquarters in France telegraphed yesterday

Shortly before six o'clock this morning the 
British Army renewed the offensive in Flanders 
on a big seale. The attack is still developing. 

rhe most intense sone of the fighting Ties

Heavy showers fell during the night, bat the 
rain has not been enough to seriously affect the 
ground.

The news down to the time of wiring is ermi- 
nently satisfactory. Our infantry have every- 
where made good progress over the most 
tortuous ground, and in the teeth of the fiercest

Quite shortly after the opening of the attack 
one unit reported that sixty prisoners had come 
in, and another over fifty.

THE MENIN FIGHT. > 
TRIUMPH OF ORGANISATION. 
Describing yesterday's battle, Mr. Philip 

Gibbs, correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, 
says :—In the direction of Polygon Wood, the 


plan of attack seems to have worked like clock- 


work. The assaultisg troops moved forward be- 
hind the barrage, stage by stage, through West- 
hoek and Nonneboschen, and across the Hanne- 
beke stream on their left, with hardly a check, 
in spite of the German blockhouses scattered 
over this country. In those blockhouses the 
small garrisons of picked troops had been de- 
moralised, as any human beings would be, by 
the enormous shell fire which had been flun 
around them, Sone, but not all, it seems, o 
the blockhouses had been smashed, and in those 
still standing the German machine gunvers got 
their weapous to work with a burst or two of 
fire, but then, seeing our troops upon them, 
were seized with fear, and made signs of sur- 
render. i ‘ 

At nine o'clock this morning the good news 
came back that our men were right through 
Glencorse Wood. Later messages showed that 
our troops were fighting their way into Poly- 
gon Wood. They swept over the strong point 
at Black Watch corner, Northampton Farm, 
and Carlisle Farm. ‘There was stiff fighting 
round a blockhouse called Anzac corner, cast of 
the Hannebeke stream, and it was necessary 
to organise two flank attacks, and work round it 
before the enemy machine gun fire could be 
silenced by bombs. In another case near here 
the enemy came out of a blockhouse ready to 
attack, but when they saw our men swarming 
up they lost heart, and held up their hands. 
SUCCESS DUE TO THOROUGH METHODS. 

Mr. Beach Thomas, correspondent of the 
Daily Mat, says:—The more! of the splendid 
victory won this morning along the Menin road, 
where the Germans twice failed to break our 
line in 1914 and 1915; ig that it pays to fight 
big. Everything went well from the start. Our 
suceess at Messines was repeated to-day by 
methods «similarly scientific, and even more 
thorough, This morning every wounded man | 
met on his way home spoke of the barrage in 
the sort of terme you might apply to a heroine, 
It was “aeweet” and “ lovely’ and “ perfect, ' 
and you got as close to it as possible. Admira- 
tion of the barrage met you at all turns. In- 
deed, the day's fighting gives good ground of 
hope that we have found an answer to the new 
art of defence in depth, for nowhere was the 
attack & surprise. The approach was obvious 
to everyone. The cardinal importance of our 
victory is not the gain of ground, though this 
is valuable, but the fact that we are fighting 
and destroying the flower of the German Army. 


A DAY OF HARD FIGHTING. 

The Special correspondent of the Aforning 
Post writes >It has been a day of hard fight- 
ing, and the net sum of the adventure is a 
very substantial gain, and the placing of our 
line on better ground, beyond many of the bar- 
riers that have confronted us for so long. More 
hard fighting is to come, for the enemy is 
massing his men for counter-attacks. One point 
worth recordi is that all the men taking 
part in to-day’s battle were specially trained 
to meet new German tactics, and they suc- 
ceeded to the satisfaction of everyone. They 
“went over’’ very light-—that is, without any 
packs and other heavy kit—-and the change, 
especially for those who had to wade knee deep 
in muddy water, was of great benefit. 


EMPEROR UNDER FIRE. 


Mr. Devitte, correspondent of the London 
Daily Brpres at Geneva, says:—An official 
Austrian telegram from Landeck, in the Tyrol, 
states that the Emperor Kari, with a large staff, 
in motor cars, visited the Alpine outposts in 
the Trentino a few days ago, crossing the big 
ortler glacier on foot, and also the glacier of 
Mont ‘lrafoil, the summit of which is held by 
the Italians. The journey was continued along 
the Stelvio Pass, within yards of the Italian 
trenches. “Although the attention of the 
enemy was attracted by the large escort,”’ says 
the telegram, ' the Emperor's descent from St. 
Eloio took place without incident.” A Lugano 
report, which is confirmed by Swiss border 
troopé, watching on the Stelvio Pass, states 
that the Emperor and his whole staff had a 
narrow escape from capture. An Itailan airman 
reported the arfival of the motor cars, which 
obviously contained a distinguished party. The 
infantry attacked. They captured an Alpine 
outpost, but the Imperial motor party escaped, 
dashing down the Stelvio road, under the Maxim 
gun fire of the Italians. 


BRITISH CRUISER AT BUENOS 


AYRES. 
ENTHUSIASTIC WELCOME. 

The British cruiser Glasgow, escorted by 
numerous decorated steamers and yachts, ar 
rived at Buenos Ayres at 11 o'clock ergy an 
morning, says a Reuter telegram, and was wel- 
comed. with salutes'from gums. The greeting 
accorded by the crowd was most enthusiastic, 
and the British and Argentine National Anthems 
were played. The British Minister, Sir R. T. 
Tower; Mayor of Bueno§ Ayres, and repre- 
sentatives ot the Government welcomed the 
commander of the Glasgow, who, accompanied 
by Sir R. T. Tower, a number of Senators and 
distinguished personages, and surrounded by & 
dense crowd, eded on foot to his hotel, 
amid Igud cheers. Speaking from the balcony 
of the hotel, Senor Barroltavena, a well-known 
author, delivered a cordial speech, praising the 
crew of the Glasgow, and Great Britain, and 
attacking Germany. ‘The commander of the 
Glasgow and Sir R. T. Tower also addressed the 
crowd, thanking it for its welcome, and saying 
that they were proud of the friendship of the 
Argentine. Sir R. T. Tower, in conclusion, 
cried “‘ Long live the Argentine,” amid pro- 

cheers and shouts of “ Hurrah for Great 
Britain.” The entire capital was decorated for 
the occasion.

IRISH CATTLE TRADE AND ARMY 
PURCHASES. 


An important Ea of the Irish Cattle 
Trade was held at Limerick Junction yester- 
day, at which Mr. Jeremiah Lucey, Cork, pre- 


sided. 
‘The following resolution was adopted :— 
We bee to call the attention of agricultural Ire 
land to the conduct of the Government in dealing 
with the cattle trade of this country ‘ith 
reference to the purchase of 100,00 cattle for Army 
requirements, early in June last the Governmen 
through the Department of Agriculture, summen 
the members of the trade to Dublin and asked them 
to take over a acheme tor supplying the aforesaid 
number of cattle. This was agreed to, and after 
a period of three mouths spent in making arrange 
ments, the scheme was abandoned by the Govern- 
ment, and an alternative offered. At a special 
meeting held at Westminster on 94th August, pre- 
aided over by Sir Henry ogee ty it was stated 
that if the alternative was ceepted, the matter 
could be there and then settled. This offer was 
immediate'y accepted, the terma being 6/- per head 
commission for buying. The Government promised 
to confirm the arrangement at a subsequent meeting, 
to be held in Dublin on the following Tuesday. 
The alternative scheme was again cancelled by the 
Government, and (he. whole scheme handed over to 
Sir Edward Carson's nominees. The Committee 
and the cattle trade gave every facility to have 
the scheme promoted. We, therefore, enter our 
most emphatic protest against such treatment and 
demand a full Parliameoary inquiry into all the 
ctpeemananeee,
